^iiiyor AVilson was ehairniau, and in 
openiug the meeting condemned the com- 
pany for their iictions, and read the 
scale of wages received by the men, 
vhich showed that a largo number re- 
(■(dved !^'2.Si) a week, while the average 
rocc'iveil b.v nearly one-half of the em- 
ployees was only a trifle over HfS per 
week. 

Col. T, B. Leys made a strong spcecli, 
in which he said that a man who acted 
as Manager 'Carr had done was not a 
fit man to be a citizen of Loudon, and 
should be given so many hours to leave 
towjn.

M. Delcasse at the head of the ministi-y 
of foreign affairs, however, is notTC- 
garded favorably as he is the father 
of the so-called Mart-hand adveiituro.i'. 

The French newspapers seem to' haVe 
little faitii in Russia helping her in "the 
present crisis, while Russia's despatches 
to the British papers allirm positively 
that the Czar is decidedly opposed to 
war and has' counselled the French gov- 
ermneiit to'' abandon ^ its attitude. It 
is said the Czar has ' characterized the 
£>eiich attitude- as* ircckless. 

In the meanwhile, military and navtU 
preparations continue .'on' both sides of 
the Channel. There was talk'at Daven- 
port lo-i!ay of a Hying squadron, being 
ccunmissioned, but a rtMlRsuring feattire 
is the deparluri- of Sir William lleury 
\\'liite, tlie director of naval conslnie- 
tiou for the Britisli navy, on a two 
months' visit to Egypt. No extivme 
mcasnres. tln-refore, are exiiected by tlie 
admiralty ollieials, at the present ino- 
inent. at all (-vents. 

Jlr. tieorgo Windham, t'onservativi^ 
ineiiiber of parliament for Dover, spi^ak- 
iiur to his constituents, has made u eoiu- 
purison between l?ritish and American 
aims. He said: "In Egypt we are 
a<tualed by the very seiitiiiients which 
actuated America in tin- recent war. lik 
the cas(? of the Pliiliiipiiie islaiulu, 
America could not tolerate the situation 
there, and having undertaken a task, 
she objected to b<-ing lianipi-ii'd by Ger- 
nianv, and so made it plain that since 
sh.- is engaged in a laudable enterprise 
in a s|ihere in which another power, fplt 
itself called upon to iiieddl(>. slie must 
have a free hand to bring it to a succOjjS- 
fitl issue. That is precisely the British 
view of tlie basin of the Upper Nilft'lj 

The nimor from 'Pa*i8«of .the -intention 
of the British government to declare 
Eg.vpt under the 'directorate of Great 
P.ritain has attracted little attention, as 
thi> general feeling is -that the moment 
is clearly inopportune for such a stop. 
It would only be playing into tbo handu 
of I-'ranco. 

There is persistent talk, however, of 
(iti-at Britain adopting exlreine meas- 
iin-s toward the Khedive ot Egypt tiu- 
h'ss ho modifies his attitude. It iii well 
knoAvn that lie returned from, his visits 
lo Eiiro)ican courts filled with ideaH 
against British tutelage, but every act 
of petulancy has been met with aii iron 
hand. It is asserted that the Khedive 
has shown no capacity for govcrameht, 
nnd is a mere puppet In- the hands.' of

After Four Years of Imprisoumcnt 
tlic Court Will Inquire Into 
the Couviction. 



No Ground Appears at Present for 
Scmissioi! of tiie 
Penalty.

I'aris, Oct. 29. — The court of cnssation 
has decided to grant a revision of tlii> 
Dreyfus case, and will institute a suii- 
plementary inquiry. The court, however, 
has declined to order the release of Drey- 
fus. 

The text of the decision is as follows: 
"In view of the letter of the minister of 
justice dated September 20, 1808, in view 
of the arguments of the public prosecu- 
tor denouncing to the court the condom- 
nation pronounced by the first coort- 
niartial of the military government of 
Paris on December 11, lSO-1, against Al- 
fred Dreyfus, then a captain of artil- 
lery attached to the general staff; in 
view of all the documents in the case 
and also articles 44.3 to 44(1 of the code 
of criminal procedure amended by the 
law of June 10, lSOi">, _a nd_relu t i ve to 
the advisability of an application in pro- 
per form for revision: 

"Whereas the application comes with- 
in the category of the 'cases related in 
article 443 and has boon introduced with- 
in the period fixed by article 444: 

"Whereas, the judgment, a revision of 
whicli is demanded has the force of 
'chose jugeo'; 

"Whereas, the documents produced do 
not place the court in a position to de- 
cide all tlie merits of tlte case and there? 
is ground for making a supplementary 
inquiry: 

"h'or this reason the court declares the 
api)lic:ition to bo in proper form and leg- 
ally admissahle. and stiit()s that it will 
institute a su|iplemeiitary iiupiiry and 
declares there is no ground at the pre- 
sent moment for deciding on the public 
lU'oscculor's [ipplication for a suspension 
of tin; pen.aity." 

The judges of the court were occujjied 
for three hours and a half in consiiler- 
iiig the judgment. The public, whose ad- 
mission to the court w.as regulated with 
the gr(>atest care, awaited the de^'isioii 
with marked calmness. During the sus- 
pension of business the public crowded 
into the lobbies and there was evident 
anxiety to hear the result. There was 
no demonstration when the court rose. 

London. Oct. 20.— An article In • the 
Xational Review, written by L. J. Mnxia 
who has previously shown himself to be 
well informed in the Dreyfus aflair, has 
c.-iused some stir. He ndirnis that the 
Czar has now become convinced of Drey- 
fus' innocence and is taking a sympath- 
etic interest in tlie prisoner of Devil's 
island.

r,>>ricved That the United States Wants 
^Vholc Archipelago and Will 
Assume Debt. 

Paris. Oct. 20.— While llic Spanish and 
.Viiierican peace commissioners now 
sl.aiiil upon the threshold of the Philip- 
pine question it seems probable in the 
light of the hour that the Unitc<l States 
will take over the entire archipelago, 
'i'liis view is the focus point of the best 
unoUleiar opinion of the trend of events. 

During the four days just passed those 
in touch with though possibly not in 
the confidence of the cotrtmissioners have 
felt the concentration of tendencies to- 
ward the standpoint indicated as likely 
to be occnpred by the TTnited States com- 
missioners at .Monday's session of the 
two commissions. 

In 1.S07 Spain issued bv royal decree 
iKUids in a sum of ,'j;40,000.000 to which 
were plc(lge<l revenues of the Philippines 
and to which the Spanish national guar- 
antee Wiis added. From these ,'?40,(inO.- 
000 of orilig;itions .Spain realized $'V'i,- 
000.0110 in c.'ish. These forty millions 
leprosenr tlie Philippine itebt. which is 
entirely oiilside the .'jiTtttl.oOO.OOfl of the 
so-called Cuban and Spanish general 
dolil. The conditions also differ, the 
Philiiipirie del)t Iiaving been created In- 
royal di'(;rec. because the arcliiiiolago was 
not a parliamentary colony: while the 
S(>-c;ille(t CUtlcm debt was created bv law. 
and llic difference raises the oueslion of 
Ihe ncni-res|ionsibility of the Philippines

iler whicdi its resources were iiledged. 

Should the I'nited States absorb the 
Philiopines. none but ollleial yet kmiw 
whether they would assiinu; ii juirt or all 
of this di;bt. or more than the Philip- 
pine debt. The Americans have dt^c'iu- 
ed to HRsume any of the Cuban debt be- 
cause Cuba is not theirs, but in deposing 
Spain in the Philippines the Americans 
acquire the territory and it is believed 
there would be 'some financial assnmptiou 
hy the United States.

"When Sir llobert: CJricr, one of Iho 
ablest of British ambassadors, was 
transferred from the court of Madrid 
to the capital of llussia, he remarked 
on bis arrival. I have come from a coun- 
try which lives iu the past to a country 
which lives iu the future. Spain has al- 
most used up Us past in vain efforts to 
contend with the forces of the present, 
while Unssia is exhausting the resources 
of th(! present in order to he able to copi:

ture. Jtussia is the greatest aggregate 
in white men ever compacleil into a 
state unit since the world began. The 
English-speaking family alone exceeds 
in numbers the Hussiaii. They know no 
one Dolilical allegiance, such as that 
wliii'h binds the Ilussiaiis to the throne 
of Xicholas 11. One hundred and twenty 
niilli(nis of men constitute a world in 
themselves large enough to absorb their 
energies and monopolize their atten- 
tiiHi. 

"The iiidiffereiu-e of the llus.siaii to 
what passi's beyond Iheir frontier is 
pheninnenal. Fifteen years .ago one oi" 
tho^ aide.s-dc-eanii) of the Emiieriu-, fall 
iiig into conversation with an ,\.m<'ri-,'an, 
asked him to what country he belonged, 
and was lold An.ierica. 'America,' said 
the aide-ile-ciimp, "where is America"/ 

"Tills is, of course exceptional in his 
class, but pndiably a hundred inillion 
subjecfs of the C-,!ar would to-day ash 
that (luestioit. in good faith. 

"An Amorieau traveller recently re 
turned from SlV.?ria, gravely assured me 
all tUc wnu news be could find In the 
Orenburg: papers were brief reprints or 
alleged telegrams describing a war which 
was raging Ik-twcen 'Spain and Eng 
land.' 

"The small cultivaled minority which 
fiiriiis ltiissi:in society and the larger 
group which forms the administf.-»tioii 
and oilicers of the army and navy are, 
of course, keenly alive to the evolution 
of events everywhere."

NICARAGUA CANAL PHOJEOT. 

Will Receive Early Consideration by tho 
Coming Congress— Transcontinental 
Railroads Among Opponents. . • 

Washington, ''Oct. ''24,— III tlie closing 

hours of the last session of the senate 
it w-as agree that one of the subjects to 
receive early consideration during the 
coming session would be tin- construction 
of Uie Xicaragua Canal. 

The Walker board, which was ap- 
pointed under aullim-ily of congress to go 
to Nieai-agua for the imriMjse of exam- 
ming into the feasibilitv of the building 
of the canal, and the probable cost of its 
construction, is now busily eiig.iged upon 
its report. The report will be ready tn 
inesoiit to ciaigross early in December 
and its transmission by the President wi:l 
niidonbtedly open up "the whole fiuestion 
to debate. This Ls w-hat both the friends 
and tho enemies of ihc jirojcct expect. 
They are already lining up for the great 
tight. 

.loseph Ximnio. jr., •one of the fore- 
most opponents of the canal, has recent- 
ly contributed to tlio press of the coun- 
try some of tlie strongest arguments 
which can bo brought against the unde-- 
lakuig. E.v-Sonator Wiirner Miller, of 
New York, who represents the Maritime 
Canal Company, the organization ■\vbich 
holds a (;oncession for tho building of 
the canal from the Xicaraguan govern- 
ment, has given out that Mr. Xiinnio is 
Ihe Jiaid lobbyist of the IranscDiit inental 
raihvays. lie assorts llial lie has ample 
proof of Mr. Ximnio's connect ion and 
lli.'it ho w-ill iiroiluoc it when the proper 
time comes. ,\Ir. Xiiniii,- w:is in Wasli- 
inglon to-day. lie was told of Mr. Jlil- 
lor's assertions. He dismissed them by 
saying he did not care what Mr. Miller 
assorted about him persona lly. Tlu're w-as 
no argument in personalities. 

Tliere is no doillit that it is the inten- 
tion of the trnnscontiiu'utal rattroads to 
throw all the weight of their pow-erful 
inlltlences against (he building of the 
canal. The ex|ierienoe of the w-ar has 
niaih> the friends of Ihe project more de- 
termined Ihiiii ever to have it carried 
out. The conditions which surround the 
project are iit present most coniplicnted 
and threaten to become more so. 'i'he 
concession made by the government- o»' 
Xicaragua to the Maritime Canal Com- 
pany expires in October, 1899, 

The majority of the friends of the un- 
dertaking are of the opinion that tlie 
I'uiteil StnteiJ ought to come to the res- 
cue of the Maritime company and :tccom- 
plisli the building of the canal in that 
way. 'There are somo advocates of tlu- 
caiial, however, ,Senator T'urple, of In- 
diana, being one of them, who believe 
that Ihe United States ought to utterly 
i^'iiorc the Maritime company and nego- 
tiate with the government of Xicar.igua 
for a new concession by which the canal 
could bo built under the direct super- 
vision of the United States government. 
.SENATE BILL'S' PROVISION. 

The bill which is on the calendar of 
the senate ,nnd wfiieh Senator Morgan, 
of Alalmma. made such heroic olTorts to 
'Pot un in the closing days of the hist „,„„.„ve nr 

session, is a bill which provides that t ie ZuiTuX-U^: 
ITaited States gunmntPC' tlio bonds of the ,|o is t„ stay where 
Maritime company. Under the bill the 
stock offKo canal cnmpn-ny is limited to 
.•SjoO.OfiO.OOO. The power to issue bonds 
is limited to .>?1 00.000.000. and the com- 
panv is in-oliibited from issuing bonds or 
to iuake any other obligations as se- 
curity for any person or c^rnoration 
whatever. Seventy millioie- of -'le slock 
is to be given to the ITnil d Slates in 
cousideralicu of its L'uiirao' " f .'slO').- 
000.000 of bonds. .'^ll.OOn.tHUI is to be 
given to XiciirnL'un to fullill the eon- 
ccssicm. .'sl.'iOO.OOO to Cosl:i Itica In ful- 
lill the 'concession anil .S.").00i 1.000 of 
bonds to tlio company are to be issued to 
the Mai-iiiiiie coiupany in full payment 
of all the rights of that company of 
cvei-v kind and description, and remain 
in the treasury until the outstanding ob- 
ligations, scrip. sto<'k and' everything of 
that kind are brought in and caticelled. 

The bill aiso creates a reorganization 
of the company. Seventy milHons of 
the stock is in tlie hands of the TTnited 
States government. $6,000,000 is in Ihe 
bands of Nicttmgun and .$l'..5n0,0ii0 m 
• he hands of Costft Riea and throe :-enub- 
lics arc the stockholders. The other 
.*2.'i,000.000 of stock is left in the treas- 
urv of the company. CiirresiioMilini; 
will) that, the board of directors is re- 
duced and fixed at cloven in nniober. 
Of (his nunihor Xicaragmi has one. ( 
Itii-a has line and the rnilcd Slate; 
nine. Thev are to be aiipointed b. 
President nf tlie Cnited Slates, by 
with till' ailviec and consont of the sen- 
ale. 

The opposition to llie building of no- 
canal has many arguments. Mr. Xinniui 
for one thing contends that it- is entind'y 
uiineccssarv, even if its feasil'tility were 
cslalilished.' lie in-esents tlie fai-t that 
it is nearer to China and the Philippines 
from Xew York by way of the Suez 
Canal tliau it would be by way of tlie 
Xicaraguan Cfinal. The only good ob- 
ject the canal could serve, then, would 
i)o to furnish a closer water connect'on 
between the .Atlantic and the. Pacific 
roasts of the I'nited States. This. Mr. 
Xinimo contends, would' bc of nbsolWery 
im commercial advantage for the reason 
timt the transcontlhentar lines can trans 
port freight from one oceon to the other 
much cheaper than It could be shipped 
by way of the- canal," and' also much more 
expeditiously. 

RIVAL CONCESSIONS. 

But in addition to th(> arguments 
against the advisability of the constnic- 
lion of (he canal from a eommt'-rcial 
stan<lpoii'rt there are other ( bjeetioiis be- 
ing urged on aoconnt of tlie rival coii- 
eossioiis made by the government to the 
.\llas company, an Ehglisli coriior-ition, 
wliieli \M in dii-eet" eniitTict, in some nar- 
tieulai-s, willi lllat ni.ido to the Mari- 
time company. Nlcartigua, in conlenipl 
of the concessions m.ide to Americans, 
^;rantiv] to the Atlas company the right 
of the ex<lusive navigation of the San 
.luair river, Lake X'icaragua and Lake 
Managua, Moreowr she has sold this 
coiiHianv th(> railroad reaching- from tho 
Citr of ^fanagua to Oorinto, with iiu-, 
tliority also to bnild another niilrnad 
across from Lake Managua to Bluehelds, 
a- stert roitto through a very fertile coiin- 
Iry, and' a route of immense importance 
iV-canse of the low cost at -n-hich it can 
T'e hnill-. and tlVe short line between the 
Ctiribbean sea and the Pacific ocean at 
tho harbor of Corinto. 

Senator Mergiin, in discnstdng tho Nlc- 
aragiMi bill in the closing hours of the 
lust session admitted that there was a 
positive cnnltict between the grant to th" 
.American company ami that nitide to the 
lOliglish e<iri)oration. This being the case 
Ihe undertaking of the enteriirise by the 
P'nited States would be almost sure to 
lead to diirerences between this country 
lind ('{reat \^ritain. 

It is understood here that as soon as 
(be X'icaragua Canal project <'omes (jp. 
Vi'fore congi-ess there will be !i j^roposi- 
t^on made to the TTnited States to go in 
with I'''ranco to finish the Panama Canal. 

Informal jiropositions in this connec- 
tion have alreadv been made. It is 
(■'.■limed hy the Panama Canal people 
Ciat they will be able to show an effe;- 
t ve ex|>eiidltnre of ^;i2."..000,000-thit is 
to say, that work to that ninnunt has 
n"tuaily been done on tho Panama pro- 
ject Thev can also submit, concluiiive 
proof, t&ey m: tUnt $100,000,000 more 



w ill he sufflcient to open the canal to 
navigation. 

It is learned hero thai Edward Cragin, 
v.'ho has been largely interested in the 
digging of the great Chif;ago drainage 
cansil. has gone to Xicaragua for the P'Ur- 
pose of making an examination of the 
ground, with a view to subinittiog a pro- 
position to congress for the .completion 
of the Maritime company's work. Mr.. 
Cragin is said to believe thatvvltli all the 
improved machinery, the Chicago drain- 
age canal contractors have on' hand they 
w ould be able to complete the work ut 
Xicaragua for a much. less .sum than any 
syndicate whlcb Avould he organized for 
I hat purpose.

Being more 
centrally located, tho olllees would bo 
far more convenient for British Colum- 
bians than the late on in Victoria street. 
Tho selection of Mr. Walters for the po- 
sition has also been favorably eoiiimeiil- 
ed on by British Columbians whom I 
liave met during the last few days, as 
that gentleiiiiiii jiossesses an extensive 
knowledge of tlie province, while tlie 
conniaiiy'H business has naturally kept 
liiin well posted on British Columbia af- 
fairs.

]ihasizc the point that tho incumbout of 
his position ought to be a man with ex- 
perience in the ways of men and a jud 
inent ripened by experience. Those quali- 
ties Mr. Maerao possesses in no ordin- 
iiry degree, and ho ha.s exhibited thoin so 
conspicuonsly that it can be said with 
perfect truth that he has given the fullest 
Hatisfactioii ,in his responsible iiosition 

'ITie veiry Arbitrary manner in which 
the Attompy-Goncral has dealt with liim 
excites much indignation. No one be- 
lieves that the 8Usi>eusion is due to tho 
i'.n^'fred irroKularily in (he case of tlio 
sailor Liddy. This is sini]ily the pii'toxt 
not tho rca.son for the suspousiou. It 
was determined some time .ago that he 
should be dismissed, and all that has 
been wantinp: was soniotliinfr th.-it would 
give a shadow of an excuse for oxecutiv 
interference.

Mr. Martin, who 
liapj)eiis through an accident of politics 
to he dressed iu a little brief authority, 
exercising the. powers of a czar and court 
of appeal combined, n8uri)ing tho latter 
function to exercise the employment of 
the former, which ho dared not usi> with- 
out some pretext, it is time to direct 
public attention to the course which af- 
fairs are taking in this province, and to 
iwint out that if a man. who entort;uns 
such ideas of Iiis powers, as INIr. Marl in 
does, is allowed to continue ;is the vir- 
tu.tl government of IJritish Columbia, we 
may wake up some morning to learn 
something even more startling than the 
news of Mr. Macrae's suspension. Mr. 
Blartin tjilks about submitting his action 
to his colleagues. This will be like the 
fashion in the theatres of a (piarter of 
ji cciil ury af^o, when a I'arco always fol- 
lowe.l the (ra^red.v. Martin con lull- 

ing liis colleagues ahoiil. .•inything is a 
figure of speech. It is a sort of diplo- 
niati(^ expression. .Mr. Martin will con- 
sult his oolloagues in tlie sjinie scnsi' 
as 'he consulted his sl.«<nographer before 
writini; Ijis noti> of snspensiiui to Mr. 
Macrae. lie will tell them what lie wants 
(lone and they will do it. Mr. .Tosepli 
Martin, late of Winnipeg, is the govorn- 
meiit of this country. 

Apart altogether from the merits of 
this dismissal, the action of Mr. .Martin 
iai,'cai.cttlatcd,to call forth the condemna- 
tion of the people -of tho province. It is 
tlinicult for iM^ople to realize that a man, 
who has been only two yi-ars in, Rritisli 
Columbia, cau tuKin his mere whim bring 
abOjit .tbc dismissal :^f^ a valuable Imblic 
BCrvitint, nnd 'one ,'who has been for a 
long tirae the incumbent of a rosponslblo 
IKi.-^ition. Who is Sllfc^ under such 
circumstancos? The work of dismi.ssal, 
wilicb . ' has , been lately going on, 
has been of a character, which will not 
meet with the appntval of a people, who 
arc lovers of fair p!ay and deeeat tre.it- 
meiil of public omployMs. Iu every cas(> 
the per.sons sent adrift have either been 
tho heads of families or women with 
otlicj-H dependent upon them for support. 
The.v have been turned oft with from no 
notice at all to a couple of weeks' warn- 
ing.. Tiiere lias been no tiiimyht given 
as to „ what would, l)j!cpm(' of them and 
th(|^icu;who• look to tbeiu for support. 



Merciless and summary, tlie gOTcrn- 
iiiontal executioners have wielded the axe 
sparing neither age nor sox. It hiis been 
by all means tho most brutal and in- 
fiunous Bpectaclo ever prosonled in this 
pi-oviiico. The gentlemen who are asso- 
cli^ted witii'Mr. Martin temporarily in 
tlio soTCmtnent of this province have 
h^Ujerto bceh. reputed , as not devoid of 
the principled 'of' ofdiiiary decency nor 
oblivious to tho amenities upon which 
our social life exists. They have, how 
ever, in their treatment of public ser 
vants displayed a brutality, without pre 
coiloiit ill the history of any part of Can 
ada, British Columbia is deeply dis 
graced by conduct of such a natuie. In 
regard to dismissals from tlie public de- 
partments, if these were felt to bo neces- 
sary on tho score of economy, ut least 
the sufferers by the now policy ought 
to liavo boon given suflicient time to 
make some little preparation for tho 
ckangc in their lives. Public employees 
belonging to the permanent stall have 
ahvays considered their tennro of odlco 
ilopoiidont upon good bohaviour. Thoy 
have never thought it necessary to be on 
(he lookout for other employment. Con- 
sequpntly when, without any notice or 
what practically is no notice at all, 
tlioy are discharged, their condition Ls 
very serious iu most cases. But what 
cares Mr, Joseph Martin for sentimental 
considerations of that kind? What care 
the inon who aeem to be more puppets to 
register his decrees. AVo always sup 
liosod that Mr. Semliu would at least Ox 
tend reasonably decent treatment to 
tho.so over whom ho temporarily and 
nominally has control, but he seems to 
have been either unwilling or unable to 
do so. I'erhaps ho dare not assort him 
self f(]r fear Mr. Martin will toll him li> 
go. In the case of Mr. Macrae, tho 
c'ourse pursued exhibits a refinement of 
cruelty and an assumption of autocratic 
power, wliich wo venture to say will 
startle the peojilo of tho province who 
it b(N-omes geiierall^v known and under- 
stoud. 

It is freely slated that tho reason oC 
Mr. Macrae's dismissal is that he vcn- 
turo<l to commit Senator Teinpleman and 
Hewitt Bostock, M.P., for trial on 
charge of libel, and that his otlicial scalp 
was demanded as a lesson to him and to 
all others not to lay unholy hands ni>on 
the aiiostlos of the debased Gritism in 
vogue in I'ritish Columbia. Wo do not 
know what fouiidati<Mi there is for thi 
statcinciit , but it is true that ininioili 
ately after (ho parties uainod were 
bound over, threats were freely made 
that in the event of a change of govern- 
ment. Mr. Macrae would be promptly 
dismissed. 

We hoiie that when tho legislature 
meets, the first vote will put an end to n 
regimo (hat has been so iuiipiitoiisly be 
gun. Wo fool very coiilident that tin 
rotors of the province will discover a 
way. on (he lirsl opportunity, to show 
.Mr. Martiu and the men whom Iu> con- 
trols that tbey do not value tho saving 
of a few dollars higher than decent 
treatment of tried public servants, and 
(hat such arbitrary luid unjust acts as 
the suspension of Police Magistrate Ma- 
crae cannot be done with impunity.

The Province attempts to road the 
World out of (ho Liberal jwirtj'. It is 
of 1)0 special interest to the Colonist 
how the Liberal party reconciles the 
ii[iposing factions which divide it. That 
party is in a hopeless minority in TSritisli 
Cdlnnibia. and is likely to remain so for 
si;uic time to come. It is because; tin 
party is in such a condition that we fed 
,ible to take a disinterested view of tin 
conduct of the Province. We do not 
■ (■(■all anything (]ui(e as base in politii 
Mr. Mcl.agan was a staunch Lilanal 
before Mr. Hewitt Bostock, whose 
spokt'sman the Province is, was out of 
piiiM Hji-cs. IIo served his party w-oil 
and faitbrnlly in Ontario, anil after 
wards in Manitoba. For years he was 
the mainstay of Liberalism in (his prov- 
ince. Uuring the campaign of 189(> he 
did yeoman's Hor^'ice, through the World 
and (itherwise, and the fact that Mr, 
Hostock h;is a seat in tho House of 
Coiamons .-iiid any political standii: 
whatever, is due to Mr. McLagan and 
the World more thnn to any other 
agency except his bank account. Messrs. 
M.'ixwell and Morrison, the two other 
Liboriil Mainland nioinbers, nwi' their 
scats largely lo Mr. McLagau and his 
newspaper. The Colonist has not been

It is hardly iie- 
(-essary to say that such an arrangoiuout 
would bo highly desirable.

The sum 
asked is not largo. The chief engineer 
of the department says that the improve- 
ments mentioned are absolutely neces- 
sary to give the city reasonably good liro- 
Icotiou against lire. The observation of 
every one must tell him that additional 
protection Is needed. 



AN INTERESTING FIND. 

Iioeoudy (here has boon discovered a 
(ablet giving an account of the dolngo. 
It is f raginonlary, but there is enough 
of it to show that it is upwards of 
-1,000 years (dd, and that it is the copy 
of an older record. This is tho third 
.version of this event that litis been pre- 
served, tiio others being the Hebraic 
aci'oiiiit as given in the Book of Gonesis, 
and the Babylonian tablet. Thoy agree 
in till essential features, such differences 
as exist being those that would llkoly 
occur where difTereiit writers undertake 
to give an account of an ancient (raili- 
(ien. Wo SCO precisoly similar difler- 
t-ncos In the legends preserved by the 
aboriginal tribes of America. Thoy do 
not cast doubt upon the reality of (ho 
event iloscribcil, any more than (lie 
variations in tho testimony given in a 
court of justice, ns to how an aooideiit 
oicurrod, aro' ground for believing that 
it did not occur at all. 

It is not claimed that the writer of 
eitlier of the versions of the delii;,'!' 
legend was an (\vc-witiiess of it. It is 
not claimed that either of them lived 
within a thousand years or more of the 
catastrophe which they describe. Wliat 
tliey (old they learned from hearsay. 
'riie\ do not corroborate each other as 
to the happening of tho event. What 
(hey establish Is that at a period at least 
for(y centuries ago the people, who then 
lived, in Eastern Asia, had a tradition 
of a deluge which was n.'garded as uni- 
versal, and from which only a very 
small portion of the himian family 6s- 
caped. They also agree that (ho tradi- 
tion attributed the escape of anyone to 
the direct interposition of the Uoity. 
.TusI here it may bo interesting (o men- 
tion that the name by which the Deily 
is c.-ii|eil in a legend is of no iiarticular 
innii:e;if. It may be Jehovah, or Elo- 
liiin. or -Va. or something else. Tho 
great point of interest is (hat all ac- 
cnunt.- of the ilclngo agree as to the 
inici veution of a supreme iMiwer. Thus 
wc have established two things— the ac- 
cepted boliof of people who lived forty 
ci iitiirie.s Mgo tliat at some in-evions 
dale in the history of the ^vorld there 
^\as a terribly destructive dolugo, ai.d 
liiat (here is an over-rullng divinity 
without whoso interjiosition tho whole 
liumaii race would have bocom(> extinct. 
'I'hiii disposes of that class of criticism, 
which objects to (he Old Testament, 
bocause. among other things, it contains 
the deluL'o story, which they claim was 
an invention of some comparatively 
riloderii .lewLsh writer. 

M'ho were the people who preserved 
this recon! and this belief '/ The qmis- 
tioii cannot be answered with any de- 
gree of definlteness. The tablet that 
has lately been discovered appears to 
have been written by some historian of 
Chrldea. from which country Abra- 
ham emigrated. Wo know very little 
abcut the inhabitants of Chaldcn, ex- 
cept that thf>y had made groat progress 
in commerce and ,'i rcliitecl lire more than 
tVM'iity coiiliiries bel'ore Christ. Thoy 
Mori-hipped Ihe Moon-god, who lias 
been identified with Aa, the deity ^^•llo 
saved man from destruction, according 
to the Chaldean tablet. From out of 
(his groat and prosperous people Abra- 
ham e.-inie. iiiiil while he brought with 
him the triiililions preserved orally and 
by inscriptions, ho also gave his own 
explanation of them. He was the first 
historic teacher of moiiothoism. IIo 
was doubtless a groat thinker. lie was 
doubtless touched with the finger of in- 
spiration, are not without modern 
instances of men who have deserted 
heme and nil tho advantages of high 
civilization and culture, in order to- set 
up tlio worship of (!od in a purer form 
that it could bo practiced in on atmos- 
phere of licentiousness. 

'When we take this view of tho case, 
we will road (ho story of the deluge ns 
told in Gonesis with a new interest We 
see now thai it is a version of an even(, 
which (he most ancient I'ivilized race, 
of whom wo have any knowledge, bo- 
llevcd to have oecurr<}d aubstantiully bS' 
it Is told therein, bat that the explana- 
tion of it as given by (he Hebrew writers 
is that accoptod by Abraham when aui- 
U'.aled by a belief in the oxislenco of ono 
deity, and only one. 

To disboliovo in tho occurrence nf a 
catastrophe, which was in tho nature of 
a deluge, is to confess to groat ignor- 
iiuco. Upon' no subject that can be 
named is there gprcdter- unanimity of 
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tradition. It is senseless to suggost, as 
some do, that the ti'uditions are all 
simply roprixhictio'ns of- the Hebraic 
story. '1 hU event, has been the con- 
trolling factor in the religious life of tho 
world over since it happened. It was 
of torritic inagnitndo. It is explicable 
only by assigning as a cause some trc- 
iiiriidous astrouoniical event. Possibly 
tlr.> universal logeuil, that those wlio 
were saved owed tlieir salvation to 
divine interposition, may be explained 
by suppiising that this event was fore- 
seen by some wise Mien, who took pro- 
cautions which ouahlod them to escape 
its fury. Of this wc may feel certain: 
Tbero was a deluge, and it was tho 
greatest event that has happened witliiu 
the momory of man.

That period of history la popular govern- 
ment 1b this province, covered by the time 
Which has elapsed since the blrtb of tiiu 
cnrrGntiyoar np to the present time, cannot 
HikI its iiarallcl in tho blstory of any 
oilier province of the confederation,' or any 
other colony of Great Britain enjoying the 
rights of popular gorernment. In this 
Bbort space of tltnc we bavc seen n min- 
istry turned out of offleo before the decision 
of the cloetorato was known— not by the 
people thcinselvos, who under popular gov- 
ernment aro suproaio. but by a sclf-opln- 
lonnted partlznn. ami according to a pro- 
coneelvril selieine of contomptible Intrlgiio 
to further Interests easy of surmise. The 
rolie of the Queoii's reiiresont iitlve In this 
case fornicil the -.leeorans cover for tlie 
practices uf the party hack, anil the ilis 
gnintleil iiDllticlaa. We will nut travel 
over tile iilil gr'innil in l^^:Inl■l■llon with 
Uiis iisi> nf the se-ealleil (.liieen's preroga- 
tive, luiil which hiis been co\ ereil hy writ- 
ers of frreater ii'iillly than we possess, 
but we islll n;i 10 thi- -jreseiit slatn.i 

and eiinilillei: o!' :iirahs a.s they exisl. In 
the piisllliiii tloit Ills lliinoi- assiiliied to- 
wards Mr. 'J'nrner, he laid down a now 
rule, anil that was "that any action taki'ii 
by hini nn iiilvlee tenilereil by his responsi- 
ble advisers was purely discretionary on 
Ills part, anil (hat when in doubt he was 
perf(!ctly juslUlod In seeking extraneous 
advice, even If advice was without tho pale 
of ropresentatlvo responsibility." In this 
new dcpartare, this "Infliction" of the 
Dominion ^vemment grasped at more ar- 
bitrary power than Is possessed by any 
potentate of Central Africa. But His Ilon- 
or, In palliation of his extraordinary aa-

This course wm.h In strict keeping 
with the luatiirliit; of tlio plot for the real- 
ization of Ills faiiilly'o aspirations, and 
aiiili-r the llbnsy veil nf Impartiality he 
to<ili the llaal steps which wonlil achieve 
siici-css, anil sent for the twice rejectei 
Mr. lieavoii. l-Jvoa la tlU! letter reipicsl 
log that geiiUoiiKin to accept the responsi- 
bility of oftlce. Ills Honor departed from 
the beaten path of Isolation, and gave 
expression to political opinions and views 
Incompatible with tho requirements of his 
oflb'o. llnt-

Mr. Heaven's oiiblnel did not niatorlnllze 
— iiiiil the plot failed. The Independent 
party— the dream of tho Mclnnos', in which 
the anihltlouH Wllllnin was to play a 
prominent part — was s,ill-born. The oppor- 
tunity now presented Ksolt to the Lloiiten- 
ant-Govornor of repairing tho Injury be 
had (lone by recalling Jlr. Turner to the 
helm, and Issuing his mandate for the 
nioetlng of tho assomhly. A great inlud, 
a man linbnotl with the knowlodj-e of lil.s 
duty townrds the people, would not have 
hesitated one moment, iiy siicli a stroke 
he wonld have earned the approbation of 
all right-thlnking people and have softened 
the asperities of the political fi-iul which 
his previous ill-considered, htgb-handcd and 
unconstitutional action had aroused. But 
tjio trouble and agony which usually attend 
generous and mngn|inlinous ; , minds upon 
th-'Ir having committed errors were want- 
ing, ns well ns that repentance which Is 
generally present with one who realizes 
that he has committed ii folly. Having 
taken the first step, a lack of political 
rectitude Impelled , hira to tike another. 
He had tho opportunity to rise nt once 



to tho full dignity of his part. Ho throu 
that chance away, and went from bad to 
worse. It was gall and wormwood to lilai. 
Part of the Intrigue was to hurl; the 
chances of the Teniplenian wing of tho 
Liberal pnrty having any say or Inlluonco 
in the new order of tlilof^s which his hii 
agination coiu-eived Ihe eleclions. and the 
meeting of the asseiiihly wiiulil hrlng about 
In that mental forecast lie saw tin 
trluniiili of a fiction with which the Me 
Iniies' were at war. Wo lein e our readers 
to guess the rest. That llii; IPitior la 
been guilty of partl?.anslii|i of the most 
flagrant Idiiil la adniltteii by both friend 
and foe of the present govenmient. Ton 
trast the freedom of tin; present cabinet 
In the expenditure of public money aoi! 
In tho illseliari,'lng .and appolntinont of 
pnhllc ofllclals with the freedom In this 
respect allowed to Mr. Turner. The con 
trast Is great Indeed. We cannot help 
comparing the actions of Lieutenant- 
Governor Mclancs with those of the Gov- 
ernor of tho Cape of .' Good Hope. Early 
In this year Sir Gordon Sprlggs was de- 
feated In the Cape nBscmbiy In bis at- 
tempt to pass a redistribution bill. Im- 
mediately after his defeat he asked for 
and obtuln'ed, a diSBOintlon of the assembly. 
A general oicetlon followed, in which the 
governinent met with defeat; Did the 
Coveruor ihslsC upon tho resignation of 
tho premier? By no means. He took the 
constitutional course and called tho house 
together, and there Sir Gordon .Sprlggs 
was defeated on the address and iminedl 
ately ri'slgnod. AVliy was not that coursr 
taken In this province? The nnswor Is 
easy of fiolullon. Tlic interests oC tbi 
family were not In the direction of tin 
present ealiliiet, whose advent lo |)owe 
ua.", ant lelpateil by i\ cabal, so the dcsjier 
ate course w.is Taken of giililing the tread 
of o.-eiits by nn a.ssiuilt upon the constltu 
lion. 

'J'lie crisis pn-elpliated by Ills Honor i: 
one which may lead iiji lo inucli good 
Kilt Ills acllons must not bo allowed to 
pass without a strong protest being lodged 
with the Ottawa authorities, and wo liav 
that conndence of Kir Wilfrid Lander's 
sense of Justice to believe that ho will 
take some action upon It. 'Wo caunot help 
thinking that If the lato premier had been 
made of sterner stuff, and liad been cast 
In a ruder mould, that the Lliutenant- 
Governor would have come off second best 
In the encounteK But Mr,. Turner's ex- 
perience aa a cabinet minister were of a 
dltferent kind. He was quite unnccustom 
cd to any but tho most respectful treat 
inent from previous reprceenlatlvcs of tin 
crown, and oven while engaged In political 
debate, he al-voys shranb from rude coi 
llslous, and generally Bocceedcd In avoiding 
them. 

In tho Colonist tho late premier had a 
loynl and truthful advocate— a paper In 
which tho relative positions of the I.leiit 
enant-fJovernor and the cabinet mliilstor 
were ably and ilorclhly dealt with, and by 
a writer who possessed a perfect mastery 
I nf all the M-eapiins of logic. Unfortunately 
for the people of this iirovince, In the i 
tests between the rights of tlio peoiilo on 
Ihe one side and I hi- eneroaclimeiilH of 
the crown on the other, tlie ]>leiiti'nant 
(loveranr w,'is greatly Indebted to the nils- 
reiireseiilatloii of the nnprluelpled party 
press. 1'he thirst for power and tho al 
bireineiits of ofdce proved too strong for 
natures like Mr. Semlln and Mr. Cotton 
whose brains turned giddy In the couteni 
platlon of them. 



JARDINE VS. BULLEN. 

Mr. Justice Martin Kcfuscs to Allow the 
Defence a Postivonoracnt for 

Ten Days, 

On behalf of dofendnnt, a motion was 
made yesterday by Jlr. (Jordon Hunter 
lo postpone for ten days the ejection triul 
of Jnrdino vs. BuUon, which was lixed 
for Monday. In support of this motion, 
he put in an affldavit from Mr. H. F, 
Bullon, stating that the defendant, Mr. 
W. P. Bullen, had gone East some time 
before . the date of . the trial wind fixed, 
and that it had boon impossible to in- 
form him in (itne of the trial date. It 
seems tliat .Mr: Bullen has been, oil the 
Atlantic coast on business, and has been 
imiviiif,' about inspecting various docks 
ill eoimoction with his business, jMr.

The llagship arrived in 
I'^sijuiiualt yesterday morning front 
Ooniox, and apparently there must have 
been some fresh orders received 'ou Frl- 
d;iy night, for .signals were flashed from 
1-sipiimalt for the purpose of attracting 
licr attention and getting her to make 
port: during tlic night, bistead of stand- 
ing off tin morning, I-Iowevcr, she was 
toil far out ti> catch the signals.

Mr. Dunn says the mis- 
sionaries tried to stop the practice but 
fulled, and tejls a story about a mission- 
ary, who, having forbiddea Oatholic In- 
duins to have uioi'c than oae wife, ex- 
comuiunicatcd Chief Wanetta because he 
refused to give up cither of his two 
wives. The chief got even in his own 
estimation by converting his owa \wg- 
wam into a church, putliug over it the 
cross formerly used hy the priest, and 
calling nil his friends and relations to 
worubip there. They did so and Wunetta 
kept both wives, 

iMr. Dunn tells also of. terrible trials 
which hefel ^lajor Moodie, deputctl by 
the Duniiuion government to find a route 
to the Klondike from Kdmonton, Hl- 
was the lirst white man to cross the 
mountains from Fort St. John and was 
comiiclled to kill his hor.so.s nftor they 
had nearly starved to death. ILc i.-ut a 
trail from Manson to Fort Graham.

The stonraer WUhipa which retuinwi j i-s- 
terilii.y from ii trii) nlong (he West Co:ist 
of llie Inhiud, cxtemlintj us lav as C:\]\o 
Scott, brought tlowu eight sainple sa./Iis 
of coal taken from, a five foot seam ic- 
contly discovered on the conipaiiy'.s pro- 
perty. Those samples are to bo sliijipod 
to Sau Francisco and should tlicy turn 
out as good as they look the Avork of 
developinff the mine will be proceeded 
with. 

There has been no recent finds of 
minernl in the vicinity of Qiuitsiiio, and a 
luunbcr of niininp men, incluiliiiK .Tudgo 
Kenny and Mr. Childs rctiiniod on tlie 
"Willnpa to Alherni where the i)r«.siicots 
for mining are l)etter. 

On lier outward trip the AVillnpa took 
c sawmill plant for the Norwegian sot 
tiers at Cape Scott. This was snceess- 
dtnlly landed and will be put together at 
once. The settlement is in a prosper- 
ous condition and altboagh a few di;^ 
contented men have left others have g<>u 
to tube their places. Rev, Mr. Jensen, 
the minister of the colony, eamc d()^^•n 
by the Willnpa to purchase cattle and 
faimiiiff implemen-ts for the settlei-s. a 
good sign of the success witli which tbey 
are meeting. Naturally tlie luen take to 
fishinK in season and have found that 
salmon and hulihut abount iu the vicin- 
ity of the Cape. A cannery and a 
schooner on which to ship Bsh to market 
are iu prospect. 

At Kyuquot a numher of good pros- 
pec-ts are being worked. A particularly 
promisini^ one is that owned l>y .T. W. 
Fekor, on which some liigh grade copper 
ore was found. Mr. Feker refused a flat- 
tering offer for the i)roperty and will do 
development work on it liiniself this win 
ter. 

Besides the Hayes mine at Allierni 
there will bo another West Coast mini 
shipping ore within a eimple of months, 
Mr, P. Jacobson has been doing eon- 
sideraible work in the right direction on 
blB.pioperty at Clayognot .and now an 
nonnces that he will commence regular 
shipments before the end oi: the year. I-Ic 
recently erected a new hoisting plant at 
the moatli of the pit and Is raising some 
very rich ore. This work and the return 
of the Indian sealers, to pay olf whom a 
party of sealing captains visited the 
"West Const on the 'Willapa, has made 
things lively at Clayofiuot and the trad- 
ing stores are doing a big business, 

A wonderful change has come over the 
,appcarjince of Albenil. the ^viklcrnoss 
along the Canal having given away to 
businesslike activity. At Ila.vcH' Lniul- 
ing the new wharf, warelnmses, dwell 
ing.s, stables and road to the mine, makes 
it look as tlioTigh Ivootcniiy will soon 
have a rival worthy of notice. 3Ir. Hayes, 
who is now in Victoria, returns to the 
mine by the Willapa on Tuesday and 
upon his arrival the work preparntoiT to 
shipping will ho commenced. 

Mr. .lames Thompson, coroner for Al

In the oUlcial (.•omiiiniiicatioa hy which 
Mr. lJume, as provin<'ial secretary and 
minister of niine.s, iaforiued Mr. A. Dick 
of his dismissal as ins|K»ctor of mines 
the minister says "that complaints have 
been made as to the imperfect manner in 
which the inspector had been administer 
ing tlio Coal Mines Reguliition not, cs 
pcciall.v that clause pertaining to the em- 
ployment of Chinese — ." Then follows 
a lot of hypocritical cant as to the do 
feetlve condition of n uitnc ondnngoring 
the safety of those employed therein or 
thereabout, concluding with the state- 
meat, "that tlie government had f(;lt iui- 
pellcd recommend to His Honor the 
Llcut-Governor, that the services t>f the 
inspector be dispensed with." It is need- 
less to say that; th'iH communication is 
nothing lens than a llimsy excuse -written 
in deceit and instigated hy revenge. The 
minister speaks of ei>ni|)lnints having 
been made of the iaspector's neglect ol 
duty. Surely Mr, Dick has a right tn 
know by whom these coin plaints \ver(> 
made, the nature of them, and to have 
the opportunity of answering tlii'se cmn- 
plaints and defeiidiug his cimduct and 
character from the Jissanlts of treach- 
erous l)ackhiters? Those \\]w claim to 
he iu the coniideiicc of Mr. Hume, say 
that his better nature revolted against 
the summary dismissal of an ollieial 
without being heard in his own defence, 
and vvithout oven the semblance of an 
enquiry into his couduct.

Before the public he has, 
by ihe late correspondence between him- 
self and Mr. Turner, masqueraded as 
a pu'bUc benefactor, a conservator of its 
rights, and as one who, placed in an im- 
portant position, must know the why and 
the wherefore for each and every act of 
his advisers. In approving the reconi 
inondation of the ministry, did he stop 
for one moment to enquire -whetlier the 
charges were true, properly substantiat- 
ed, or denied by him whom he was, 
after eiRhteen years' faitliful sen-ice to 
Ihe state, to deprive by the stroke of his 
pen of his means of livelihood?— Wellin, 
ton Eutenndse.
